ES! hatcfull Uices, Milchtefes, and diloꝛders in the Realme, did koz the 
=> 5-0 vo $3 better quickening of the exetutton of a good and wholeſome Statute, 
— l made in the thꝛee and thirtieth peere of King Henry the eighth. foz en⸗ 
topning the vie ot Archery, and ſuppꝛeſling bnlawfull Games, grant a ſpeciall Commiſſion 
vader the great Seale of England, bearing date the fourth day of Apꝛil, in the fourth peere of 
Our Reigne , directed to Timothy Taylor Iohn Hubart, Henry Fiubart, Gentlemen, and leffery Le 
Neauc, Eſquire; Giuing them by the ſaid Commiſſion ample autpoꝛitie, toꝛ the better execution 
of the Statute afozeſayd , as by the ſaid Commiſſion may moze largely appeare. Now wee 
are lately infozmed from ſeuerall parts of this Kingdome of diuers exactions, and other vnſuf- 
ferable abuſes committed by colour of the ſaid Commiſſion , to the great trouble, diſquiet, and 
diſcouragement of Our louing Subietts. And therekoze Wee, by the adutce of Dur Pꝛiuie 
Councell, doe hereby Renoke,Recall, and abſolutely determine the laid Commiſſion, and all Du- 
plicats , and Exemplificattons thereof; Dtraitly charging and commanding , that neither the 
ſaid Commiſſioners, noz any other, doe pꝛeſume from the time of publiſhing this Pzoclamatton, 
to put in execution the ſaid Commiſſion, 02 any Duplicate oꝛ Exemplification thereof, noꝛ to doe, 
oꝛ attempt any thing by reaſon oz colour thereof, vpon paine of Our heauy indignation and 
diſpleaſure.and ſuch puniſhment as may — Go inflicted fo2 ſo high a contempt. Neuertheleſle, 
it is Our will andpleaſure, that all Paiozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, and all o⸗ 
ther Dur Officers within their ſenerall Offices and Juriſdictions reſpectiuely, doe with all due 
care and diligence , aduance and further the ſaid auncient and commendable exertiſe of Archery, 
and the due execution of the lald Statute, whereby idleneſſe# vnlawful Games, and many enoꝛ⸗ 
mous vites ariſing thereby, may be repꝛeſled, to the generall good of Our Kingdome. And that 
it may appeare how much wee abhozre and deteſt theſe abuſes 7 — — been committed, to 
the grieuante of Pur Subtects , by abuſing the ſayd Commiſſion. Our further will and pleaſure 
is, that all Our Judges, Juſtices of Peace, and other of Our Officers and Miniſters, to whom 
it doth oꝛ may appertame, doe vpon Complaint made of any the offences oz abuſes committed 
by colour ofthe laid Commiſſion, not onely puntſh the Delinquents. but gine ſuch remedy and 
redꝛeſſe to the parties grieued,as to Law and Juſtice ſhall appertaine.
